Rosy Outlook 
For Future

Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Week s 
has tak en a good look at his crystal ball 
and decided we ain’t seen nuthin* yet. This 
nation of ours is destined to be a land of 
plenty, as the secretary sees it, and he may 
be absolutely right. 
Week s predicts that the nation’s total 
output of goods and services 10 years hence 
should hit $580 billion 
a year, compared with 
14.14 billion last year, 
lie forecast, al.so, a 10- 
year rise in personal 
income to $460 billion from the current 
$34.1 billion. However, there is a great deal 
of speculation in what Week s has to say. 
It would seem as though this nation has 
about reached a very significant place in 
its e.xi.stence and might well be facing a 
vcfy critical point in its history. 
To date, the problem in the Fnited States 
has never been one of saturation. There 
have always been new lands to cultivate 
and new and growing tastes and desires to 
satisfy. The country’s productive capacity 
has jiKst been able to k eep up with the 
growth in population. 
To a degree, this is still true a.s we have 
no utopia today; nor have we reached a 
point where a new horizon is still not 
stretched out before our eyes. The atomic 
age and the space age give promise of new 
and fascinating discoveries for mank ind, 
and with the.se discoveries, a new challenge 
for our productive capacity. 


Hand which could produce only 25 or ,10 
bushels of corn to an acre 10 years ago is 
now producing 100 bushels or more in many 
cases. Not only that, but such production is 
hit every year, not just when Mother Na­ 
ture co-operates with tbi* tillers of the soil. 
All other farming operations have been 
equally streamlined. 
★ 
I ’he big question that i.s raised by Week s* 
remark s is whether our productive capacity 
has outdistanced our consumptive capacity. 
Do we have a demand for ail the things 
we can produce or, even more pointed, for 
all the things our economy demands that 
we produce? 
We talk of the four-day week ; yet, it will 
do little to alleviate the plight of the un­ 
employed. It Is unnatural for man to have 
three days a week on which to loaf or 
pursue other non-productive goals. If a 
man work s only four days at one job, he 
will seek employment elsewhere for an­ 
other two or even three days a week . 
That situation would only mak e things 
worse than they are today. In agriculture, 
the idea now is to get 
the small producer off 
the

The traditionally good relationships be­ 
tween the United States and Canada are 
deteriorating, 
according 
to 
the 
House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. The group out­ 
lined a nine-point program aimed at patch­ 
ing up the differences that have separated 
the two nations. 
ALso, President Kisenhower plans a visit 
to Ottawa this coming July to discu.ss with 
the Canadians problems of mutual concern. 
Certainly, it behooves this nation to do all 
within its power to maintain friendly rela­ 
tions with Canada. It is inconceivable that 
the United States and Canada could ever 
be actual enemies but that is not the point 
of concern. 
If the United Slates Ks to maintain a posi- 
tion of strength and respect among the na­ 
tions of the world, it must live by certain 
piinciples. It would certainly be a poor ex­ 
ample to set if Canadian and U.S. relations 
were left to crumble to the state where 
their existence on the same continent was 


about 
them, 
1'he United States would appear, and 
justly so, as a very poor friend to cultivate 
if it permitted those who associate with it 
to be dragged down by the weight of ad­ 
verse economic and foreign trade policies. 
Canadians are objecting at this time to just 
such a situation. 
Canada, while far below- the United States 
in population, has a total area larger than 
that of this country and is rich in natural 
resources and industrial potential. The most 
recent figures available show Canadian 
exports to the U.S. in 19.56 totaled $2,879 ,- 
014,129 in merchandise while the country 
imported from the l!.S. $4,161,666,6.18 in 
merchandise. 
little more than one-half 
of its total export trade is with the United 
States while .some four-fifths of its imports 
come from this country. On that basis 
alone, we would be doing ourselves a dis­ 
service by failing to retain the good will 
of our neighbor to the north. 


Westward Movement 


Most significant of all the revolutionary 
and significant decisions in lied China look 
place recently with hardly any fanfare, 
either in the outside world or in China. 
The Mao regime decreed a language re­ 
form. It officially established the Latin al­ 
phabet—the same 26 characters we use -as 
the future implement of written expression. 
It means that China will begin moving away 
from its time honored ideographic manner 
of writing—those artistic picture symbols 
that are so nice to contemplate and so dif­ 
ferent to comprehend. 
The first significant connotation lies in 
the fact that Mao did not choose the Rus­ 
sian alphabet. Although he has embraced 
Communism and drawn much of the Rus­ 
sian ideology and material aid, his selec­ 
tion of the Latin alphabet erects a formida­ 
ble barrier between China and Russia—pos- 


sibly as sigmfieant a barrier as tliis coun­ 
try erected against most sections of the 
wurUl when, with independence, it cliose to 
continue Fnglish as the official and gen­ 
eral language. 
A language can be a jail or a liberating 
force for a people, especially a written 
language, mo!c.so nowadays when advanced 
k nowledge cannot be treated in generali­ 
ties. One can imagine the difficulties of a 
written language which lack ed the specific 
properties of dealing in the exact terms of 
science and sociology. 
An alphabet con­ 
tains the brick s out of which a language is 
built. 
The West 
may find in this alphabet 
change an easier path to the understanding 
of the Chinese language and China. And by 
the same tok en the adoption of the Latin 
alphabet will draw China closer to the 
western orbit.

Questionable Stupidity 


When the Army revealed recently that 
one out of four draftees doesn’t have enough 
sense to be a .soldier the nation was 
shock ed. One news commentator described 
it a s appalling—this apparent epidemic of 
dull mindidness. 
The Army said it had to get rid of '45.000 
young men last year because capability 
tests indicated they were unfit tor anything 
a bo v e the most menial work , such as floor 
mopping, k itchen police and latrine care. 
They were young men whose minds seemed 
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to freeze Iheir bearings when confronted 
with anything that showed any degree of 
complexity. 
Despite the concern of commentators one 
siLspects that mental deterioration is not 
subtly gripping American youth. It sound.s 
more lik e a case of mental indolence 
which most professional teachers will con­ 
fide. if in a situation of .social .safety, i.s 
mainly what is ailing .American education. 
It tak es a good deal of self-di.scipline and 
pants whack ing to mak e the average mind 
go to work and that is something that ha.s 
been increasingly absent m America's soft 
and lush life. 
A recent examination of high school texts 
provided by the Lincoln schools showed 
them to be excellently written and illus­ 
trated, and lack ing in none of the subject 
m atter considered essential to this compli­ 
cated age of science. 
The average high 
school graduate who had actually absorbed 
what was said by the instructor and con­ 
tained m the texts would be an outstanding 
fellow. If he winds up mopping latrine 
floors or receiving an inadequacy army 
discharge it probably means he success­ 
fully with.stoo(i the best efforts of 12 years 
of teaching and spared his brain of ail but 
the very minimum of pain and suffering. 
A very Intelligent person can flunk an IQ 
test if, for instance, he doesn’t understand 
the language or the problem. The .Army ha.s 
has this difficulty, too, with inducted indi­ 
viduals from foreign countries, .Albeit they 
had been bright scholars in their homeland 
their lack of grasp of the k ing’s English 
put them m the class of the latrine swab­ 
bers.

By contrast, the i'resident 
has referred to the recession 
as “ a minor emergency we 
are meeting internally.”

No Connection 
“ Heikkila,” 
said 
Hillings, 
“ maintains he has had no con­ 
nection with the Communist 
party since 1939. 
“ Yet, at a congressional 
hearing in 1956, he took the 
Fifth Amendment to a v o i d 
answering questions about his 
connection with the Commun­ 
ist party,” Hillings said. 
Heikkila, 52, claims he was 
arrested by U.S. Immigra­ 
tion officers a^ he left h i s 
work as a draftsman on April 
18 and was whisked out of the 
country without having an op­ 
portunity to talk with h i S 
wife or his attorney. 
“ The facts are,” said Hill­ 
ings, “ he could have talked 
with his w'ife if he had asked 
to. He had a third party tele­ 
phone his wife that he had 
been apprehended.

“ Befo re Wo rld War JI, such ca.ses o ften 
were ho peless,” said Dr. Husk. “ Since Wo rld 
War II, o f 300 o r 4(K) similar ca.ses, 75 per 
cent have been able to get aro und in a wheel­ 
chair,” 
When questio ned at a, news co nference, 
Dr. Husk refused to give an o pinio n o n 
whether Campanella wo uld be able to walk 
again, “ Right no w it is irnpo s.sible to tell,” 
he said. 
Dr. Ro bert Sengstaken. who perfo rmed 
the o peratio n o n Campanella after the acci­ 
dent, .said the catch<*r was impro ving very 
slo wly. “ We wo uld like to see him imfiro ve a 
little faster,” he said. “There has been very 
little pro gress m the last .30 days.”
